THE GROUNDWORK..... 


The spark for a student-operated radio station on cam- 
pus, though present on numerous occasions during the past ten 
years, began to flicker more brightly in the minds of several 
students during the 1959-60 term. Several attempts were made 
to set the wheels in motion by the Student Senate that year, 
but all were subsequently tabled. Then, in 1961 the issue was 
again put before the Senate, and this time the move was made. 
One of the early supporters of the idea was appointed by the 
Senate to formulate plans for the station, and a senate sub- 
committee was formed for the purpose of studying the possibi- 
lities. As a result of research, inquiries, and visits to 
other college stations, this group compiled a 37-page report 
and submitted it to the Administrative Committee of the College. 

wiaile the report was being considered the Student Senate 
held an election to determine whether the students were in 
favor of a station and whether they would contribute financially 
to its birth. The response was overwhelming in favor of the 
station, and a move to assess each resident student $5.00 
was passed by the student body. 

Approval was granted by the Administrative Committee, and 
most of the student fees were collected by the end of the 196l- 
62 academic term. At the same time facilities (two studios) 


were being built into the new Baugher Student Center, then 
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under construction. During the first senester of the 1962-63 
term equipment was purchased; the studios were furnished; 
and wiring of campus buildings, the final preparation, was 
completed, In the meantime, a staff of eight students, most 
of whom had been toiling for the station from the beginning, 
was preparing programs and waiting for Broadcast Day No. l. 
it came on February 27, 1963. |

We have been informed 

that the Student Center Board voted to grant the station 4100.00 
-for the purchase of records. Should we receive this grant, it 

would be the result of a plea we made early in the academic esas 

_ The grant, if received, will be greatly appreciated. | 


Finally, we would like to begin the 1963-64 term with a ‘cléan 
slate and a full budget of $500.00 to be used for the purchase 
of records, recording tape, parts, general maintenance, and 
Intercollegiate Broadcasting System membership. Yor the future 


we also project the purchase of additional major equipment such 


as another tape recorder (we frequently borrow a student's 
recorder now) and a remote unitfor the broadcasting of special - 
events off caiipus. 


In summary, then, we request findacial assistance for the 
remainder of the current term. The approximate surplus in the 
radio committee budget is cancelled out by the overexpense in the 
equipment budget. We need funds for general maintenance and 
amplifier parts. In particular we request:

On February 27, 1963, these words, spoken by Mark Miller, 
station manager, turned a dream into a reality at Elizabethtown 
College. WWEC was on the air. But the real work had not ended. 
Technical adjustments, framing of station policy, program 
schedules, training ofStation personnel - these and many related 
problems are being faced and solved at WWEC each day. 

Today WWEC operates on a closed circuit Al system, and its 
outreach is limited to the general campus area. The general 
listening audience is approximately 900. 

Major equipment includes a Gates "Studioette" Console, two 
Gates professional loé-inch turntables, an Ampex full-track tape 
recorder, an Ali-FM monitor tuner, and four. electrovoice broad- 
cast microphones. The transmitter is custom built with a final 
power to plate of 25 watts, with heavy duty high-fidelity 
transformers. 

The station broadcasts from a studio and a control room, 
both of which are 12' X 12" and are acoustically sound- 
proofed and ventilated. They are located in the publications 


center of the new student center, which was completed for use 


late in 1962.

NWEC now operates from 6 pem. to 12 midnight Sunday 
through Friday and 4 pm. to 12 midnight on Saturday. Eight 
officers and approximately 20 additional staff members operate 
the station. | 

National, area,and campus news, numerous types of music, 
and a variety of educational programs are offered daily with 
slight modifications on weekends. Funds used in the operation 
of the station are received from a radio station budget which 
is part of the Student Center budget. WiC carries no con- 
mercial advertising. 
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WWEC is the campus radio station of Elizabethtown College, 
Elizabethtown, Penna. It is owned and operated by the students 
with the approval of the college administration. It is a member 
of the Intercollegiate Broadcasting System. The threefold purpose 
of WWEC is to educate, entertain, and inform the student body of 
Elizabethtown College. 


The station operates on a closed circuit AM system, and its 
outreach is limited to the general campus area. The general 
listening audience is approximately 900. 


Major equipment includes a Gates "Studioette" Console, two Gates 
professional 16 inch turntables with Gray arms and General Electric 
variable reluctance cartriges and equalizers, a model 601 Ampes 
full track tape recorder, a 330 D. Scott AM-FM monitor tuner, 

and four electrovoice broadcast michrophones. The transmitter is 
custom built with a final power to plate of 25 watts, with heavy 
duty UTC high-fidelity transformers in the modulator. 


The station broadcasts from a studio and a control room, both 
of which are 12x12 and are acoustically sound proofed and 
ventilated, They are located in the publications center of the 
new student center completed for use late in 1962. 


WWEC now operates six hours per day from 6 p.m. to 12 midnight. 
Hight officers and twelve additional staff members operate the 
station. Newscasts are carried at 7, 9, and 11 p.m. with national, 
local, and campus itens included in each newscast. 


Funds used in the operation of the station are received from a 
radio station budget which is part of the Student Center budget. 
WWEC carries no commercial advertising. 


Future plans call for an FM educutional station with a free 
radiation system. 
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This is just a note to express my personal appreciation for 
your help in making the student radio station a success in its 
first year of operation. 


The executive committee worked very hard to get WWEC on the air, 
but once there, it was your responsibility to make the thing 
really tick. You did that and you did it well.

A temporary statement of policy

AUTHORIZED PERSONS ONLY are permitted in the control room. This 
regulation has been established to decrease the possibility of 
of damage to the expensive equipment. 


A. lt is the duty of the man on the board to see that no one, 
other than authorized persons is permitted to enter the 
control room. However, spectators are permitted in the 
studio where they can see and hear everything that is going 
on, except when programming from studio. 


B. it is suggested that the door be kept shut and locked; the 
door to the studio should be kept open. 


C. Unless it is necessary for you to enter the control room, 
don't bother the man on the board. It is very distracting 
to have people going in and out and making noise when you 
are trying to program. A list of thosepersons authorized 
to have access to the control room is given in APPENDIX A. 


D.. Any individual(s) not included in APPENDIX A is/are not 
PERMITTED in the control room at any time, for any reason. 
This includes building proctors, girl friends, buddies, 
parents, et al. 


Anyone working on the board will use special care in handling 
all equipment. We have had frequent breakdowns to dete, many 

of which could have been avoided through proper handling of 
equipment. TAKE IT EASY. None of the controls need to be 
forced. Be gentle with pots, turntable gears, and tape recorder 
Switches in particular. | 


. The use of obscene, indecent, or profane language; unauthorized 


disclosure or use of messages; superfluous, false, or deceptive 
Signals; the use of off-color jokes and expressions; and the 
transmission of unassigned call signals are prohibited by the 
FCC, and WWEC Radio. 


A. Note that certain albums, especially some show albums and 
vocal groups (Limeliters, Kingston Trio, etc.) have certain 
cuts which are barred from the air. Check with Librarian or 
Program Director before using any such albums. 
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_iV. Watch your mike pot--there have been several complaints 
concerning accidental slips where talking was audible in the 
background.. 


V. When a particular type program is scheduled, that type music, 
and ONLY that type, is to be played. The only exception--if 
a specified album is not available for Showtime or Date with 
the Classics, then a similar album of the same type music 
should be substituted. 


VI. On Easy Listening, Showtime, and Date with the Classies, 
chatter should be kept to a minimum. Don't play single cuts; 
play three or four or even a whole side at a time. 


VII. NO INTLRVIEUS are permitted with anyone during programming, 
except as directed on the program log with express consent 
of the Program Director. This DOLS NOT apply to news programs. 
These are under the direction of the News Director. 


Vil. Program Logs are maintained not only for the benefit and 
convenience of station personnel, but also in conjunction with 
the regulations as stated in our IBS membership, and thus must 
be kept up to date and accurate. Please help us maintain the 
necessary information by signing the time and your initials 
as directed at the bottom of each sheet. 


IX. Once you have signed up for a specific time to be on the air, 
no changes will be made except in exceptional cases approved by 
the Prozram Director and/or the Executive Committee. Help 
avoid schedule changes and mix-ups by checking your personal 
schedule before signing up for air time. 


X. Following each program the board man going off will replace 
used albums in the proper order on the shelf according to the 
code numbers (numbered with ink marker) on the album covers 


A. Insure that each record is placed in the proper cover. 
The same applies to tapes. 


XI, During campus political campaigns, any and all political 
announcements will be on an impartial, equal-time basis, under 
the direction of W/EC News. NOQ personal plugs of any kind will 
be permitted 
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XII. At NO time, and in NOQ case shall anyone use the call letters 
WWEC on any form of transmitted communication media, or in 
anyway imitate or forge the programming of WWEC. The above 
media include amateur ham transmitters, small escillator/ 
transmitters, or transmitting equipment of a similar nature, 
including Citizen Band Tranceivers. 


A. And at NO time, and in NO case shall anyone use the 
frequency of 740 kilocycles for any transmissions of any 
kind, other than those originating in the facilities of 
WWEC Radio, Elizabethtown College, Elizabethtown, 
Pennsylvania.

In order to provide a more complete and professional 
broadcast service to the students of Elizabethtown College, 
WWEC Radio, the campus radio station, requests permission 
from the College Administration to engage in the soliciting 
and broadcasting of commercial advertising on its facilities, 
in accordance with commercial policies drawn up by the WWEC 
Executive Committee and approved by the College Administzation. 


Such a step would prove advantageous to the operation 
of the station in the fulfilling of its responsibilities to 
the college community. In specific, this request is a sincere 
effort by WWEC Radio to meet the rising costs of the operation 
of the Station without imposing upon the administration for 
more funds. 


_ An example of how the granting of this request would 
aid the station in serving the students of the college would 
be the obtaining of sponsorship for remote sports broadcasts, 
such as soccer and baseball games. WWEC Radio made some 
exploratory contacts last fall with regard to the sponsorship 
of the soccer broadcasts with favorable response. 


Commercial broadcasting by the station would probably 
initially be limited to broadcasts of this nature, since there 
is an immediate need for the financing of such broadcasts. 

It is hoped that in the near future some additional revenue 
could be realized through the sale of "spots," or short 
advertising announcements, in addition to program salese 


An important point to be made is that WWEC Radio, in 
soliciting advertising and sponsorship, would at all times act 
Bein the best interests of the College. Consequently, WWEC 
Radio would not approach those individuals or groups already 
being approached for the general underwriting of the College, 
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such as alumni, churches, borough buisnesses, etc., subject to 
the WWEC Advertising Policy and Code. 


Solicitation for such advertising would be handled more 
on a remional and national basis than local, both to protect 
local sources of College funds and to abstain from any conflict. 


of interests with the local professional commercial broadcasting 


station (s). National solicitation would be handled through 
an independent agency, College Radio Advertising and Marketing, 
Inc. (C.R.A-M., Inc.). This agency has been endorsed by the 
Intercollegiate Broadcasting System, of which WWEC Radio is a 
full and active member. Clients obtained by C.R:A.M., Ince, 
would, of course, be subject to the WWEC Advertising Policy and 
Code. 


All funds derived from advertising on WWEC Radio would 
be used by the station to improve its services and facilities, 
working through the College Business Office. The request for 
advertising is certainly not being made as a result of a profit 
motive. However, the proposal is to be understee¢ an attempt

derived from advertising shall be decided by the WWEC Executive 


Committee, and subject to the policies of the College. 


Negotiations for sponsorship would be handled on the local 
level by the WWEC Station Manager in consultation with a 
specified representative of the College Administration. Billing 
and related procedures would be worked out with representatives 


| of the College Administration by the WWEC Station Manager, who, 


in addition, would appoint, subject to approval by the Executive 
Committee, a Business Manager to handle such matters on a daily 


basis. Should commercial volume warrant, a student sales staff 


would be appointed. 


Local advertising, though not solicited, will be acceptcd, 
as all advertising, subject to approval by a specified 
representative of the College Administration. Vommercial 
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rates shall be the same for all advertisers, national and local. 
These rates shall not change more than once per semester, shall 
be published and distributed to all concerned four (4) weeks 
prior to their going into effect, and shall be subject to 
approval by the specified representative of the College 
Administration. Rates shall be initiated by action of the 

WWEC Executive Committee. 


It should be noted that the broadcasting of commercials 
by college radio stations such as WWEC Radio is entirely legal, 
as certified by the Intercollegiate Broadcasting System.

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WWE C ADVERTISING POLICY AND CODE 


WWEC Radio makes its facilities available for the 
advertising of products and services and accepts commercial 
presentation for such advertising in accordance with the 
following policy and code, 


A, ACCEPTABILITY OF ADVERTISERS AND PRODUCTS 


The advertiser shall agree to cooperate with WWEC Radio 
in the broadcasting of programs of the highest possible stan~ 
dards of excellence, and for this purpose to observe the 
following regulations and restrictions, WWEC Radio, in 
recognition of its responsibility to the College, shall refuse 
its facilities to an advertiser where the Station has good 
reason to doubt the integrity of the advertiser, the truth of 
the advertising presentations, or the compliance of the 
advertiser with the spirit and purpose of all applicable legal 
requirements, 


WWEC Radio shall, therefore, contract none of the following 
types of local or national advertising unless specifically 
approved by the College Administration or its representative: 


1. <Any advertising statement or claim which the Station knows 
to be false, deceptive, unwarranted, exaggerated, doubtful, 
or unrealistically superlative, 


2. Any advertising containing misleading statements of price 
or value, or misleading comparisons thereof, 


3. <Any advertising containing infringements upon another 
advertiser's rights, such as through plagerism or imitations 
of program ideas or copy. 


4, <Any advertising containing unfair attacks upon competitors, 
competing products, or upon other industries, professions, 
or institutions. 


5. Announcements that are slanderous, obscene, profane, 
vulgar, repulsive, or offensive, whether in theme or in 
treatment. 


6. Advertising for any remedy or other product the sale of 
which or the method of sale of which constitutes a 
violation of the law, 
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WWEC ADVERTISING POLICY AND CODE: Page 2 


Advertising for liquor, wine, beer, any other alcoholic 
beverages, and specific cigarettes or cigars. (This 
condition shall be waived if determined necessary and 
advisable by the WWEC Executive Committee and its Advisor 
should the Station wish to affiliate with an audio network, 
special or otherwise, which carries this type of advertising, ) 


The advertising of fortune-telling, occultism, astrology, 
phrenology, palme-reading, numerology, mind-reading, or 
character-reading. 


Advertising concerning intimately personal products which 
might offend or embarrass the listening audience, 


Advertising concerning tip sheets, publications, or groups 
which promote the giving of odds, betting, or lotteries. 


TIME STANDARDS FOR ADVERTISING COPY 


In programs under single sponsorship, the following maximum 


time limits, established by the National Association of Broad- 
casters and endorsed by the Intercollegiate Broadcasting Systen, 
Shall be observed regardless of the type of program: 


5 minute programs 1:30 
10 minute programs 2t10 
15 minute prograns 3:00 
25 minute programs 4:00 
30 minute programs Y:15 
45 minute programs 5:45 
60 minute prograns 7:00 


The time standards allowable to a single sponsor do not 


affect the established practice of allowance for station breaks 
between prograns, 


Any reference in a sponsored program to another's products 


or services under any trade name, or language sufficiently 
descriptive to identify it, shall, except for normal guest 
identifications, be considered as advertising copy. 


While any number of products may be advertised by a single 


sponsor within the specified time standards, advertising copy 
for these products shall be presented within the framework of 
the program's structure, 
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WWEC ADVERTISING POLICY AND CODE: Page 3 


The maximum time to be devoted to advertising in announcement 
and/or multiple sponsorship programs shall not exceed an average 
of fourteen (14) minutes per hour of broadcast time, computed on 
a weekly basis, Nor shall the time in any hour devoted to 
advertising exceed eighteen (18) minutes, except as unavoidably 
necessary to fulfill specific contract terms. 


C. NATURE OF PROGRAMS AND SPOT ADVERTISEMENTS 


Advertising broadcast by WWEC Radio shall always be in 
good taste and shall never be of such a nature as to be considered 
unpatriotic, subversive, or irreligious. The WWEC Executive 
Committee shall have the authority to reject any advertising 
copy or programming which it considers not in good taste, All 
contracts are subject to applicable government regulations and 
WWEC Radio's own Advertising Policy and Code, 


D, ADVERTISING RATES AND CONTRACT TERMS 


Advertising rates shall be the same for all advertisers, 
both national and local. These rates shall be approved by the 
WWEC Executive Committee and shall not change more than once 
per semester or twice per year. These rates shall be published 
and distributed to all concerned four (4) weeks prior to their 
going into effect, and shall be subject to approval by the 
College Administration or its representative, Frequency 
discounts shall be allowed, as published in the current WWEC 
Rate Card, but cash discounts shall not be allowed, 


Contracts for advertising on WWEC Radio shall have a 
maximum term of one semester. Summer broadcast advertising, 
when applicable, shall be contracted separately for a maxinun 
tern of two summer semesters (10 weeks) at a lower percentage 
of the normal rates, as stipulated on the current rate card, 


WWEC Radio shall abide by the Conditions printed on the 
reverse side of the IBS Contract for Spot Advertising form, as

1. WWEC!s advertising solicitation shall be primarily of a 
regional and national nature. 


2. Local advertising shall not be actively sought, although 
it will be accepted, This is both to protect local sources 
of College funds, and to abstain fron any detrimental con= 
flict with the local professional commercial broadcasting 
station(s). WWEC Radio shall not anproach those individuals 
or groups already peing approached for the general under- 
writing of the College. 


3. National solicitation may be hardiled through an independent 
agency, such as College Radio Advertising and Marketing, 
POC TR aM, gL i. 


4, Only advertisers of an unquestioned character offering 
products and services compatible with WWEC Radio's 
statement of Advertising Policy and Code shall be 
approached for advertising. 


5. Price quoting shall be allowed from the current rate card. 
Rates for special broadcasts of a nature not specifically 
covered in the current Rate Card shall be determined by 
the WWEC Station Manager subject to approval by the 
Executive Committee and the terms published on the Rate 
Card,
